very slight. The Dix wi;S struck abaft 
of ."midships on the starboard,side. She 
listed heavily to port £(jr a brief period, 
righted her.tolf then sank "stern first. 
There was Jwrdly time to launch life' 
rnfts or boats.before she was almost en- 
tirely submerged.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—That Harry 


X'- Thaw was insane when he shot-and 
killed Stanford White in Madison Square 
Roof garden theater is the expressed- 
opinion of three alienists who examined 
the prisoner at the instance of his coun- 
sel. Their report to' this effect was made 
to Clifford Whartridge, chief counsel for 
Thaw, today. The report does not say 
that Thaw is insane at the present time.- 
The unanimous opinion of the experts is 
that Thaw always has been of a neura- 
ti\ temperament -and they report that 
they have found in the history of his 
life, that he from time to time suffered 
spells of emotional-insanity. 


The experts who signed the report are 


Dr. Britton W; Evano, .Dr. Charles. S; 
Wagner and Dr: Christopher C.-Beling, 
all of whom stand high in their-profes- 
sion. Dr. Wagner is superintendent of 
the state hospital, of. Bisghamton, N. Y. 
Dr. Beling is superintendent of the state 
hospital of New Jen-icy and Dr. Evans is 
the chief physician .of that institution.

Extor- 
iion, believed, to have

upon Ed. Marchard, proprietor of Mar- 
chard's restaurant, is the basis of two 
more indictments. A demand made upon 
Joe • Malranti, another restaurant man, 
s the alleged offense on which the fifth 
and last indictment was found. 


The indictment of Ruet was expected 


>y the public but they were -not prepar- 
ed for -immediate indictments : against 
he city's chief magistrate, who is now 


on the Atlantic returning- from a visit 


Europe. For nearly two years the al- 


eged i objectionable relations between 
-he French restaurants and -the munici-

His personality always was attractive 
and he has had a largo following. Mayor 
Schmitz advocated many reforms during 
his first campaign. 
He wanted a new

better police department. He'also talk- 
ed much of "equal rights to all and spec- 
ial privileges to none." During the per- 
iod of terror after the earthquake May- 
or Schrnitz stuck to his desk and was 
very active: Hundreds of persons sent 
letters containing cash to him at that 
time. 


'Abe" Ruef has been • credited with

circles. "Abe," as he is commonly called, | 
exercised a peculiar influence ever the 
saloon vote, and his following among the 
rifT-rnff of the city was immense. Kuef 
has been liberal in certain respects— 
where it would help him—and was help- 
ful to Schmitz financially and otherwise 
in his mayoral campaigns,

PEARY'S SHIP BADLY 


DAMAGED, IS REPORT 


SYDNEY, N. S., Nov. 10.—A message 


has been received from Commander Rob- 
ert E. Peary, the arctic explorer, by a 
local firm of shipwrights, stating that 
his steamer the Roosevelt, has b<h:ii con- 
siderably damaged. The message came 
from Battle Harbor, where the Roosevelt 
was last reported and where she lay on 
Friday last. One blade of the steamer's 
propeller is gone and the rudder is con- 
siderably damaged as a result of the 
battle with the ice floes. As the Roose- 
velt on her trial trip averaged only ten 
knots an hour it is thought these acci- 
dents will slow her down to about 3 or 
4 knots an hour.

Running water, in 
jwcference to still, should be- employed 
for rinsing purposes, a little methylated 
spirit being used in the final rinse. In 
the case of white silks the same rules, 
may be followed, but in addition to the 
methylated spirit a little blue should be 
used'to keep thc material from looking 
yellow. 


Colored silks may be hung out to 


dry in1 the sun, but white or cream silk 
should never be subjected to strong hent 
jn drying, and thc best method in this 
case is to wrap up the articles in t\ cloth 
and lay them aside until thc time has 
come for ironing. This should always 
be done while the silk is damp, a piece 
of muslin being laid over the article so 
that the hot iron docs not press directly 
on the surface. 


It must be remembered that if the 


•water is too hot it will discolor white 
silk while if the soap is not 
entire!}

To' Clean Hard Wood.—Spread pnra-
